Aroused by “scare” articles and 
letters in the British press about 
economic and social conditions in 
Western Canada, the office of the 
Canadian high commissioner In Lon¬ 
don has taken active steps to 
counteract the spread of false in¬ 
formation. 

Articles appeared in several daily 
newspapers purporting to deal with 
the actual state of affairs on the 
prairies. In these contributions the 
writers conjured up a picture of 
utter desolation and in some in¬ 
stances left an impression the entire 
west had been reduced to an arid 
plain and its people numbed into in¬ 
difference. 

The charges were answered by the 
high commissioner’s office in an 
article setung forth the true state 
of affairs, based on information sup¬ 
plied by the department of agricul¬ 
ture in Ottawa. 

While admitting certain sections 
of the west, especially southern Sas¬ 
katchewan, have suffered from the 
ravages of drouth, the article de¬ 
clares that from a financial point 
farmers in the west as a whole have 
enjoyed one of the best years for a 
decade. 

It refers to measures introduced 
to improve farm practice, develop 
surface water resources, promote tree 
planting and other steps toward de¬ 
sirable adjustments ln the use of 
land. 

Accusations that the Canadian 
authorities have adopted an attitude 
of laissez faire and that the people 
of the West have lost spirit are 
branded as “groundless.” Tribute is 
paid to the settlers, described as fac¬ 
ing adversity with exemplary cour¬ 
age. It is further pointed out only 
1,000 of 70,000 families have left the 
drouth areas of southern Saskatche-

Air Squadron For Calgary 

Formation Of A Non-Permauent 
Force Is Underway 

Formation of a non-permanent 
squadron of the Royal Canadian Air 
Force in Calgary, which will be re¬ 
cruited in the city, is underway it 
was learned from officials of military 
district No. 13. 

It was indicated establishment of 
the non-permanent unit would be the 
first step to the stationing at Cal¬ 
gary of a permanent militia flying 
force, possibly within a year. 

The number of men recruited for 
the non-permanent squadron, avia¬ 
tion authorities said, would depend 
on the type formed in Calgary. There 
are three types—army co-operation, 
fighting or pursuit and bombing 
squadrons, each with varied person¬ 
nel. At full strength a non-perma¬ 
nent squadron may have 16 officers 
and 140 other ranks. 

Training of a non-permanent fly¬ 
ing section would be confined largely 
to ground instruction in technical 
and theoretical training. Allocation 
acancies in schools of practical 
training at R.C.A.F. bases to per¬ 
sonnel of the non-permanent unit 
would be likely it was reported, un¬ 
til aeroplanes were brought here for 
permanent use.

FAMOUS TRIAL was recalled in the presentation of 
the picture depicting “The Life of Emile Zola.’’ Older 
people will well remember the famous cause celebre, the 
Dreyfus Case, which stirred France andjthe world in the nine¬ 
ties. Captain Dreyfus, a captain of artillery on the general 
staff of the French Army, was accused of selling military 
secrets to a foreign power—Germany. Without proof, he 
was court-martialled, dishonored in front of the Paris gar¬ 
rison, and banished to the penal settlement, Devil’s Island 
The real culprit was shielded by the general staff. Some 
friends, including a Colonel Picquard, also of the general 
staff, discovered that Count Esterhazy was the man who be¬ 
trayed the army, but still the general staff tried to cover up. 
Zola, a gifted writer who since his youth had in his books 
made many exposures of corruption and graft, took up the 
cause of Dreyfus. He made his famous accusation which 
brought him before the highest courts on a charge of libel 
The all powerful army was able through its influence to have 
him adjudged guilty. He went to London, from there con. 
tinuing the fight tor Dreyfus and the truth, which was sub¬ 
sequently established, resulting in Dreyfus being brought 
back and publicly being reinstated in military rank and hon¬ 
ored by France. 

PICTURE such as this has a moral value. Zola staked 

his reputation, his life interests, on fighting for an in¬ 
nocent man to see that he was vindicated. He didn’t have 
to do it; he was comfortably off and might easily have 
treated the case with indifference. But the pen is mightier 
than the sword, dnd his example was applauded by his coun¬ 
trymen who earlier would have banished him as well as 
Dreyfus. It again demonstrates the fipkleness of that un¬ 
known quantity---public opinion, or mob psychology.

Team Work 

IN 1905, when the great Canadian West was 
beginning to get into its stride, the industrial East 
saw the organization of Dominion Textile Company 
Limited from four primary cotton textile companies 
which were not successful. 

SINCE those far-off days both East and West have 
made progress. Each it may be said has contributed 
to the progress and welfare of the other. The East 
went ahead more slowly than the West but, perhaps 
in consequence, the East did not suffer so severely 
when the world had more wheat than it could 
consume. The relative stability of the East when 
low prices for farm products and drought and hail 
and plague attacked the Prairies was an asset which 
kept the nation a going concern.
